PICKING BEGINS IT 
Colored Man and Woman Captared:by 

Sheriff and Local Police.

ot Mrs. Robert Burton, a wealthy resident 


of Batavia, led to a riot, in which the sheriff 
of Kane county, a force of deputies,. the 
mayor of Batavia, his police force, and a 
body of 1,000 town le were arrayed last 
evening at 7 o'clock against a trainload of 
negro picnickers from Chicago. 

The negro woman, who afterwards gave 
her name as Fannie Shelby, 3608 Armour 
avenue, was taken from the car under the 
rifles of the sheriff's deputies. With her 
was arrested a negro, who said he was Harry 
Bell, 3146 Armour avenue. | 


Picnic of Bethel Church, 

The picnic was held under the auspices of 
Bethel church, Thirtieth and Dearborn 
streets, and thoge in charge declare the dis- 
turbance was created by one or two unruly 
persons, and that the body itself was most 
orderly. The sheriff agrees with this, and 
says the Rev. Mr. Murray of Bethel church 
aided in pacifying the crowd. 

Bell and the Shelby woman are said to 
have entered Mrs. Burton’s yard. According 
to one story, Mrs. Burton herself came out, 
ordered the intruders away, and immediately 
was slapped violently in the face. The ver- 
sion of the picnickers is that a son of Mrs, 
Burton struck one of them. , 

Mrs. Burton retreated at once into the 


house and telephoned for Marshal Kelly. 


With one policeman the marshal hurried 
to the scene and arrested the Shelby woman, 
A block down the street, however, he was 
confronted with a crowd of negroes, who, 
by all accounts, stoned him viciously. One 
stone knocked him unconscious, and his 
prisoner escaped. The negroes then retreat- 
ed to the picnic ground. 

Sheriff Burke at Geneva was notified and 
arrangements were made to stop the train 
as it started back to Chicago. i 


Clash in the Cars. 
The train was halted and, surrounded. 
Sherif Burke and a band of six deputies 
started from one end and Marshal Kelly and 
the Batavia police from the other. 

The woman wanted was found on a step, 
crowded behind Bell and another man. 
Sheriff Burke suspected her, and when he 
started to question she ran into the car. He 
followed and made the arrest, but was sur- 
rounded and found himself unable to get out. 

At this juncture Dr. William Webster 
forced his way in from the rear and seized 
Bell around the neck. While the sheriff 
made a demonstration against the crowd in 
front of him the young doctor dragged Bell 
backward, the woman being also carried 
along. The sheriff's deputies were at the end 
of the car to which Dr. Webster pulled his 
captive and their rifles kept any effort at 
rescue from being made. 

The sheriff's force, as soon es it had com- 
pleted its work of arrest, was obliged to 


defend its prisoners from the angry Bata- 


vians, who threatened to lynch both the man 


and the woman.

Guns of the Fort Open Fire on an In- 
surgent Band Outside the Town and 
the Mussulman Population, Fearing 
a General Attack, Begin Work of 
Murder—Long List of Atrocities in 
the Vilayet of Monastir Confirmed 
by Russian and Austrian Consuls.

FOOLISH COLORED MEN. 

The colored workers in Chicago resta u- 
rants who have gone on a hopeless strike 
are doing themselves and their race an in- 
jury. They are making it more difficult for 
negroes to get work. For years the colored 
people have been gradually driven out of 
occupations which they at one time almost 
monopolized® Once they were found in most 
of the barber shops. They found ready em- 
ployment as coachmen and butlers. They 
have been pretty much forced out of theso 

fields of labor. There was a time when they 
were preferred for waiters, but the time 
has gone by, and in most places they are 
_ set aside in favor of the whites. In view 
of. this it is folly for colored men to act in 
such a way as to hasten the process of dis- 
placement. 

It was a great mistake for the colored 
cooks and waiters to take part in the strike 
of June last. They were seduced into it by 
the white employés, who knew that their 
chance of winning would be much smaller 
if the negroes remained at work. Many 
colored. men lost good places because of 
that strike. The second strike, in which the 
negro employés are taking a prominent part, 
will cost more of them their jobs, and will 
convince many restaurant keepers for whom 
they have been working that it is better to 
give the preference to white labor. It is 
true that white men are mighty uncer- 
tain,” but if colored men show themselves 
equally uncertain, or more so, it will not be 
easy for them to find respectable employ- 
ment. 

The blacks are the victims of an outra- 
geous race prejudice in many quarters. 
The most effective way for them to combat 
that prejudice is to be steady, trustworthy, 
faithfal workers who do not repudiate ar- 
bitration awards and violate agreements 
they have entered into. It is*true that 
white employés have done these things and 
set the colored men a bad example, but if 

the latter were sensible they would refuse 
to imitate the whites in these particulars. 


-Great Britain proposes British east Af- 
rica to the Jews as a site for the new Zion. 
The country is 280,000 miles square, five 
times as big as Illinois, has an excellent 
seaport at Mombasa, which is three weeks 
from London by boat, and a 600 mile rail- 
way, which will eventually be a branch of 
the cape to Cairo line. The equator runs 
directly through the region, but the back- 
lands rise up into plateaus whereon the 
temperature is low enough to be comfort- 
able. These plateaus are bare and arid in 
places, but a good quality of wild grass, suit- 
able for grazing, covers many of the slopes 
and valleys of the highlands. There are 
forests of pine and bamboo, in both of 
which the timber rights would be valuable. 
Great Britain offers this country, at present 
sparsely settled by negroes, to the Jews, 
promising them all the privileges of an au- 
tonomous government, such, perhaps, as 
exists In Canada or New Zealand. 

The Jews iuterested in the Zion move- 
‘ment should investigate this offer. 
would be equally foolish to reject or accept 
ft summarily, They should send agents to 
find out whether the climate, agricultural, 
and commercial conditions are as favorable 
as represented. ~ 

Some of the Zionists will be indisposed 
to give up the old dream of a return to Pal- 
estine. They will feel that their ideals are 
sinking if they go anywhere but the prom- 
ised home of their race. Bat the difficulties 
in the way of marking off Palestine as a 
home for the Jewish race seem almost un- 
ending. 

The Turk will never consent to such an 
slienation of his power in the middle of his 
domains. He will not be forced to vacate 
that territory for many years, because it is 
Asiatic, aud the powers are not concerning 
themselves much except with European 
Turkish troubles. If Palestine ever does 
come under the sway of European influence 
it will be a prize eagerly sought by the Rus- 
ans, Germans, and Austrians. No one of 
those powers would be in favor of making 
it a Jewish country. On the contrary, they 
would be apt to make Jerusalem, if ever it 
fell within their power, a great shrine of 
Christianity, filling it with monasteries, con- 
vents, cathedrals, and religious colleges. 
It is not probable that many American or 
English Jews would settle in east Africa 
den if it became a new wellspring for the 
old race. But the millions of Jews who 
find it hard to live happily in eastern Eu- 
rope and who are seeking for deliverance 
in @ new Zion might go farther and fare

worse than to fook for it in British east 
Africa. At all events it could do no harm, 


and might do much good, for the Jews to 


investigate that part of the earth most thor- 
oughly.

. EXTRADITION FOR BRIBERY. 

The first extradition treaties made by the 
United States or other nations had a nar- 
row scope. The one entered into between 
this country and Great Britain . sixty-one 
years ago applied only to persons accused 
of murder, or attempted murder, piracy, 
arson, robbery, forgery, or the utterance 
of forged paper. The treaty of 1889 cov- 
ered a longer list of offenses, many of which 
were considered more serious than they 
were when the first treaty was negotiated. 

The extradition treaty with Mexico rati- 
fied at the last session of congress marks 
progress because the crime of bribery in 
office is included. It is understood that this 
was done to oblige Joseph W. Folk, the 
prosecutor of the St. Louis boodlers, one 
or more of whom had fied to Mexico, That 
country is now closed against all American 
officeholders, national, state, or municipal, 
who have been guilty of taking bribes. 

It ought to be possible to lay hands ou 
such persons, no matter what country they 
may take refuge in. Every extradition 
treaty should provide for the surrender of 
bribe takers and bribe givers. Strange as 
it may seem, there will be opposition in the 
American senate to making bribery an ex- 
traditable offense. It is said that two or 
three members of the senate committee on 
foreign relations objected to the novel pro- 
vision of the Mexican treaty, and, while they 
yielded finally to the secretary of state, did 
so with an intimation that an extension of 
the principle to other countries, notably 
those of continental Europe, would be re- 
sisted. x 

The senators say they fear extradition 
for bribery would be abused by some gov- 


] ernments—that it would be made a pretext 


to get hold of men accused of political 
crimes. A similar objection was made to 
the provision in the treaty with Russia 
that an attempt against the life of the head 


of either government or that of any mem- 


ber of his family shall not be considered a 
political offense. It was said by many ig- 
norant persons that Russia would abuse 


that provision to extradite nihilists. Noth- 


ing of the kind has been done, and there is 
no reason to believe that any foreign gov- 
ernment would falsely charge with bribery 
in order to have him extradited a man who 
had been guilty only of a political crime. 
Ten or more men who have been mixed up 
in bribery affairs in Missouri are now in 
Europe. It ought not to be possible for 
men guilty of that offense, whether scom- 
mitted against the general governnient, a 
state, or a city, to escape punishment by 
flight to Europe. Probably most European 
governments will be willing to make bribery 
an extraditable offense if the United States 
ask that it be done. Good g¢vernment in 
this country will be promoted if bribers 
have no asylum anywhere. The objecting 
senators are altogether in the wrong. 


THE NONPARTISAN IN POLITICS. 
Mayor Jones of Toledo—".Golden Rule 
Jones—says in the Independent: 


The nonpartisan in politics bears the same rela- 
tion to the politica: world that the nonresistant 
bears to the world of warfare. As the nonresist- 
ants are the only force that is really making for 
an end of war and the beginning of peace on 
earth, good will toward men, so the nonpartisans 
in politica are the force that is eliminating war— 
hatred, envy, revenge—from the political field and 
making for the organization of the people on a 
basis of patriotism rather than partyism. 


There is much misinformation in this. 
The nonresistant—the peace at any price 
man, or the Quaker—does not aid in the 
abolition of war. The great force which is 
making for an end of war is the costliness 
of war and the difficulty of financing it. 
The capitalist who sees in war a wasie of 
capital, and whose power is greater now 
than ever before, maintains the peace of na- 
tions when the nonresistant would be pow- 
erless to do so. 

A nonpartisan who kept out of politics as 
a Quaker does out of war would exercise no 
influence in politics. It would continue to 
be full of “hatred, envy, and revenge.” 
The nonpartisan who dabbles in politics is 
the one who plays the guerrilla’s part, who 
skirmishes between the lines, and aids now 
one political army and then another. Ifthe 
nonresistant were like this kind of a non- 


believed had the better cause and discour- 
age war by aiding to put down men who 
waged unjust wars. 

It is not true that the nonpartisans are 
“ eliminating war—hatred, envy, revenge 
from the political field.“ The regular party 
man hates the nonpartisan who has con- 
tributed to the defeat of his ticket worse 
than he does his regular political opponent. 
There are many more nonpartisans in Chi- 
cago than there used to be, and a great deal 
more hatred and revenge. 

The soldier is apt to look on the nonre- 
sistant as a fool. The regular party man, 
sore over the defeat of his ticket by the non- 
partisan guerrilla, is apt to call hima rascal 
and vow that he could not have been actn- 
ated by honest motives. The nonpartisan 
no more brings peace with him than the 
nonresistant, but he certainly is a much 
more useful fellow. He adds to the uncer- 
tainty and liveliness of political campaigns. 
He is a much needed protest against the 
doctrine: “ Vote for the devil if he is on 


the regular ticket.” 


HAVE MERCY ON THE TAXPAYERS. 

Lyman E. Cooley thinks the sanitary dis- 
trict trustees ought to take in hand the diver- 
sion from the lake of Evanston sewage be- 
tore they attempt to deal with the Calumet 
sewage. One reason assigned by him is that 
he has been told by the city health depart- 
ment that the water supply is contaminated 
oftener by the Evanston than by the Calu- 
met sewage. If this be the case Mr. Cooley's 
advice is good. 

Mr. Cooley takes exception to the deep 
channel. which the drainage trustees are 
talking of cutting from the Sag to the Calu- 
met at an estimated cost of $12,000,000. 
What the actual cost would be no one 
knows. The main drainage channel cost 
so much more than it was supposed it would 
that it is impossible to put any reliance on 
preliminary estimates. The trustees hope 
that the general government may be in- 
duced to contribute towards the construc- 
tion of a navigable Calumet channel, cut in 
accordance with their plan. Perhaps an 
appeal to the generosity congress will 
be successful, but even if it is the cost of 
the work will be a.grievous burden to tax- 
payers, who are now becoming tormented | 
by the thonght that they never will be freed 
from the payment of taxes to get.a supply 
of pure water. They are afraid that after 
the Evanston and Calumet territory has 
been duly taken care of, after the south 
branch has been deepened and widened, and 
several millions spent in utilizing the water 
power, a future board will announce that 


>

attended to before the pure water problem 
will be solved. 

A Calumet canal project which contem- 
plates the expenditure of at least $12,000,- 
000 is one which the taxpayers are in no 
haste to see adopted. There they differ 
from the contractors, who are quite willing 
to have the sanitary district enter forthwith 
upon the most expensive undertaki and 
doubtless there are some members of the 
board who are anxious to accommodate the 
contractors. 

The work of diverting the Calumet sew 
from the lake can be done effectively for 
much less than $12,000,000, and the cheaper 
and less ambitious plan is the one which the 
drainage trustees should adopt. It isdoubt- 
ful whether the board, as at present consti- 
tuted, will consult economy and the inter- 
ests of the taxpayers. It isa board which 
likes to let big contracts and to have an 


enormous pay roll. Aunt 


AGAINST PUBLIC POLICY. 

The constitution of the United States 
says a well regulated militia is necessary 
to the security of a free state.” Illinois, 
conscious of the truth of this, has enacted 
laws for the organization of a militia force 
which it is believed will be large enough to 
meet all immediate requirements. The ad- 
vantages of having a body of trained mili- 
tiamen have been exemplified in times of 
foreign war and when the peace of the state 
was disturbed by mobs and riots, — 

There are labor unions in this state and 
other states which have rules disqualifying 
from membership men otherwise qualified | 
who belong to the organized militia. It is 
said that an officer of the Carbondale com- 
pavy of the Fourth regiment, I. N. G., has 
resigned because of the existence of such 
a rule. He was working as a switchman, 
but was notified that he could not work 
longer unless he joined the switchmen's 
union. He was willing to join, and made 
application for membership, only to be told 
that he could not get in so long as he be- 
longed to the National guard. Not wishing 
to be thrown out of work, he resigned. 
That is what most men would have done 
under the circumstances, although, if he 
had let the officers of the railroad for which 
he was working know the facts, they would 
have seen to it that he was provided with 
work so that he could retain his commission. 

There are many foolish and arbitrary 
rules which labor unions may adopt that 
will be legal, but a rule discouraging en- 
listment in the National guard is against 
public policy and therefore void. It is an 
attempt to weaken the power of the state, 
to deprive it of the means to quell domestic 
disturbance, thus compelling it, perhaps, 
to appeal to the national government to do 
what it ought to do itself. There is no un- 
certainty as to why some labor unions have 
adopted the rule in question. They are dis- 
pleased because under the laws militiamen 
have been called out to keep the peace when 
broken by riots growing out of strikes. 
That does not make the rule lawful. 

If a union were to expel a member be- 
cause he had enlisted in the National guard 
the Illinois courts would no doubt hold that 
his expulsion was unlawful! and reinstate 
him. If it should become apparent that at-

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY

MPEROR WILLIAM has once more 
given an illustration of his original- 
ity and politica] ingenuity by taking 
the initiative in a scheme born of his 
brain, and which if brought to a suc- 
cessful conclusion, as now appears probable, 
is destined to exercise an important 2 
upon the troubled situation in the east 
Europe. It is nothing more nor less than an 
alliance offensive and defensive between Tur- 
key and Greece, who only a few years ago 
were at war with one another, and who for 
200 years past have been always regarded 
as bitter foes. In fact, the entire history 
of modern Greece is a record of Ottoman op- 
pression, aggression, and hostility of one 
kind and another, and while there is no no- 
bility in the Hellenic kingdom, and no no- 
biliary titles recognized, granted, or even tol- 
erated, the families who are regarded as dis- 
tinguished by their ancestry are precisely 
those founded by the patriotic leaders of the 
war of Mberation from Moslem rule in the 
early part of the last century. 

The hatred entertained in Greece for the 
Turks has now given way to a much more 
intense animosity against Russia, and 
against those Balkan states—namely: Bul- 
garia, Roumania, Servia, and Montenegro— 
that have shown themselves for more than 
twenty-five years the most relentless adver- 
saries of Hellenic aspirations, being opposed 
to any increase in the size and in the power 
of Greece. Indeed, the Greeks in the Balkan 
states have encountered nothing but un- 
friendliness on the part of the Bulgarian, 
Servian, Roumanian, and Montenegrin pop- 
ulation and authorities, as well as of the 


Russian agents. 


On the other hand, the sultan has always | 
showed himself exceptionally well disposed 
to the Greeks in his dominions. There are 
over 8,000,000 of them subject to his rule, 
with which they showed themselves content. 
Many of them, in spite of their Christian 
faith, hold high office in his service, which 
they were not even required to surrender 
when war was declared upon him by Greece, 
and most of the leading merchants, bankers, 
physicians, and professional men at Con- 
stantinople and in the other chief cities of 
the sultan’s empire are Greeks. In fact, the 
number of Greeks living contentedly and 
happily under the rule of the padishah 18 
nearly four times as great as that inhab- 
iting Greece itself. 

It has therefore occurred to Emperor Will- 
lam that it would be of mutual benefit to 
both Greece and Turkey to form an alliance 
with one another. The crown princess of 
Greece is his sister and destined in course 
of time to become queen of the Hellenes, 
while the sultan is his particular friend, so 
much so that he (the kaiser) has declined to 
join the other great powers in their con- 
certed movement to compe! the porte to in- 
augurate the long promised administrative 
reforms in Macedonia. 

The kaiser is therefore well qualified to act 


key. and it is understqod that his efforts have 
been crowned with success, and that the ex- 
traordinary distinction with which young 
Prince Christopher of Greece was enter- 


nople, where no member of the Greek royal 
family had ever been seen before, was merely 
a ‘prelude to the approaching visit of King 
George himself to Stamboul, on which. oc- 
casion the Turko-Greek alliance, under Ger- 
man egis, is to be proclaimed, the under- 
standing being that in the event of war Tur- 
key will have supreme command, not only 
of her own army but also of that of Greece 
on land, while Greece, whose navy, espe- 
cially her torpedo fleet, is quite large for so 
small a power, would have supreme com- 
mand at sea. ae ‘

An alliance such as this would prove more 
effective than anything else in checking the 
designs which Russia is credited with having 
on Constantinople, and would prove of such 
inestimable advantage to the 8,000,000 
Greeks living in the Ottoman empire, giving 
them a preferred position over Bulgars. 
Serbs, Roumanians, Macedonians, and Ar- 
menians, that they may be relied upon to 
use all their influence to promote the suc- 
cessful conclusion of the negotiations. | 
Of course, there is the tion of Crete, 
which still remains a source of difference be- 
tween Constantinople and Athens. But 
tHeré are indications that this is in a fair way 
of being settled by means of a compromise 
satisfactory to the Greeks in Crete, as well 
as to those in Greece and in Turkey,

The issue of the royal proclamation bea 

ing the name of King Edward VII., repealing 
that issued by his mother, the late Queen 
Victoria, in August, 1900, prohibiting the ex- 
portation of arms and ammunition to China, 
has appeared none too soon. For the statute 
under which the Victorian proclamation was 
issued was enacted by parliament at the mo- 
ment when the foreign legations at Pekin 
were being besieged, and has from the outset 
been honored in the breach rather than in the 
observance. In fact, within a few months 
after the creation of the law it was realized 
that it would be impossible to put it into exe- 
cution, since even if all the foreign powers 
were to honestly combine to prevent the im- 
portation of war materials into China, the 
trade would nevertheless go on, the Chinese 
being more adept in smuggling than any 
other race in the world. 


From the moment that a law cannot be 


enforced and is openly disobeyed the best 
thing to do is to repeal it so as to avoid the 
remainder of the laws being brought into 
similar contempt, and that is why this proc- 
lamation of King Edward has just appeared 
repealing the statute of Aug. 7, 1900, prohibit- 
ing the exportation of war material into 
China. | 

The princess of Wales, under the incognito 
name of countess of Killarney, has taken up 
her residence in Switzerland, at Beatenberg, 
just at the moment when the so-called 
„ Beatushohle,” or cavern of St. Beatus, 
has for the first time been made accessible» 
to visitors and tourists. St. Beatus is the 
Welsh missionary who came to Switzerland 
from the British isles for the purpose of con- 
verting the pagans of ancient Helvetia to 
Christianity, and, according to legend and 
tradition made his home in this particular 
cavern, which lies near the Merlingen road, 
on the shores of Lake Thun, upon the slope 
of the mountain named after the saint. The 
cave, so far as it has been explored, has a 
depth of some 300 yards. A mountain brook 
runs through it with thundering noise, and 
the roof is 9775 by magnificent stalac- 


tites. . 

M. Mounteney Jephson, who is to be mar- 
ried next month in London to Miss Anne 
Head, daughter of the late Addison Head of 
San Francisco, is the last surviving officer of 
the expedition undertaken by Sir Henry 
Stanley for the relief of Emin Pasha, and 
which entailed the crossing of the dark conti- 
nent from the mouth of the Congo to Mom- 
bassa, nearly opposite Zanzibar, In that 
famous expedition Jephson commanded a 
detachment, and was left behind with Emin 
when Stanley determined to march back and 
seek the rear guard, of which nothing had 
deen heard for many months. Whilst he was 
away both Jephson and Emin fell into the 
hands of the Madhists, but managed to 
escape and rejoin Stanley. But the suffer- 
ings and privations which he endured during 
that expedition have contributed to wreck his 
health quite as much as that of Stanley and 
of the other members of the expedition, all 
of whom have already succumbed. |

two left, and had it not been for the fact that 
his services in Africa had been taken into 
special consideration, Jephson, who is an 
Eton boy, would never have been accepted 
by the medical board of the foreign office 
as one of the king’s foreign messengers

He 
must be at least 5 feet 8 inches in height and 
without any unnecessary protuberance, so 
he can present a straight front to his man- 
ager. He must be sober and reliable and 
possess enough intelligence to learn quickly 
the requisite stunts required by the astute 
stage manager who stands in the wings and 
pulls the strings attached to the automata. 

It he possess all the necessary require- 
ments the chorus man will have the respect 
of his associates and managers and can com- 
mand his twenty plunks weekly year in and 
year out. He need take no cheek or ill treat- 
ment from any one. If his surroundings are 
uncongenial he gives his two weeks’ notice

HEN in haste to do a little mending 
or other sewing, did you ever look 
in vain for a needle in the cushion 
which you supposed contained a full 
supply? Closer examination reveals 
the fact that the interior of the cushion is 

full of them, but you do not care at such a 
time to press them up into sight, and you feel 
like saying as I have done many times: 
“Why do people make such thick cushions?” 
Whether the needles are run in horizontally 
just through the surface, or stuck in upright, 
they soon disappear, and woe to the fingers 
that give the cushion too quick pressure, 

A eushion especially for needles is one of 
the conveniences of a well equipped sewing 
table, and greatly to be preferred to a needle 
book for use when one is sewing. If the 
needles are always stuck into it whenever not 
in use, instead of running them into the edge 
of the table cloth or the front of your waist 
or leaving them wherever it is handiest to 
drop them, many less needles would disappear 
only to be found in some one’s foot, and many 
finger pricks would be prevented, I recall 
two people who if they were to spend a morn- 
ing at my sewing table unknown to me 
would surely betray the fact of their presence 
there by the numbers of needles they would 
scatter about the floor. 


although this is almost equal to its weight in 
gold if it be the only one of its kind, as is often 
the case in same scantily furnished work 
baskets which I have seen. Buta needle lost 
is like an unseen foe—you never know when it 
may appear, and it should always be diligent- 
ly sought as soon as it disapepars. 

After the annoyance of using all sorts of 
charity fair * cushions and gifts which kind 
meaning friends thought would suit me, I 
determined to try what my own fingers could 
fashion. Although it was nearly bedtime 
and the mending basket was not yet emptied, 
I knew the value of the inspiration of that 
moment. I quickly found a thin pasteboard 
box, about three inches long, two inches 
wide, and a little less than an inch high, one 
of the kind in which the box slips into the 
cover from the ends. I cut the top out of the 
cover and put it on the bottom, then set 
the box into this, thus having three thick 
nesses of cardboard at the bottom and two 
at the sides. 

Pieces of an old merino stocking were cut 
the exact size of the box and laid into the 
inside until well stuffed. From a piece o 
silk plush large enodh to cover the box 
and sides, squares were cut out from the 
corners, the plush was then fitted on with 
a few over and over stitches at the corners, 


of the box and caught along the sides. A 
ribbon of the same shade and just the right 
width happened to be in my mending basket; 
this was drawn round the edge and finished 
at one end with a bow. In less than half an 
hour my thought was complete and my ideal 
needle cushion was ready for use. “The smal- 
lest needle will not sink more than two-thirds 
of its depth, as the carboard is an effectual 
barrier, yet it is not hard enough to dull the 
points. The woolen stuffing prevents the 
needles from rusting and can never become 
rancid like meal. The cushion is light yet 
solid enough to keep on its base, is of uni- 


satisfactory.

ing when I have to take my time to unbutton 
all these, either before I put the garments 
away, or, if I have failed to do it then, to 
find that I must do it before I can don a gar- 
ment, especially if I am in haste. I know 
seme persons reason that garments look 
better when laid away in the drawer if the 
buttons are fastened, but here is an instance 
where we sacrifice much time and temper to 
appearance. 

Then as I examine many articles that come 
from the laundry or take them from the 
clothes horse, I wonder what is the sense in 
folding them as they do, when it would ap- 
pear to be so much more easy and natural 
to fold them differently. | 

What is the need of folding a towel in the 
middle and ironing the fold down hard, then 
again in the middie and pressing that down 
with so much force, when the one fold, 
pressed lightly, enables it to air better on 
the driers and saves muchef the wear from 
this unnecessary pressure? 
— 

In removing them from the frames, fold 
them over lightly in thirds or quarters ac- 
cording to the place where you keep them, 
and lay them in with the folds next the edge, 
so they will not unfold as you take them 
out, or look them over for counting. When 
they are put on the rack for use, they look 
just as well with only ome fold, for hardly 
any ome ever takes the trouble to fold it 
da ck into quarters aftér using: some careless 
persons never fd them at all, or take any 
pains to even hang them straight, but leave 
them all in a bunch. 

In the same way I never could see any 
reason in folding aud ironing down all the

taught to do. They are unfolded when used, 
and the sight of the folds across the length 
of the pillow never had any special attraction 
for my eyes. For many years my slips have 
been tironed on each side, the edges brought 
together, and then laid over the bars; and 
when ready to be put away, they are merely 
doubled in the middle, then in thirds, as 
this shape fits exactly into the small drawer 
where they are kept. With napkins it is 
different, for they are to be folded after 
using, and as often as they are used, and 
may be folded more compactly if the folds 
are pressed well in the ironing.

Place the 
kettle on the back part of the stove, where 
the butter will net become cooled until it 
is quite solid; Pack in jars or tumblers 
while hot. 

Firm fleshed yellow peaches are most sat- 
isfactory for preserves, while clingstones 
have the richest flavor and are hence nicest 
for slicing.

SOO LINE MAKES FARE TO NEW 


Chicago-St. Paul Lines Cannot Meet it 
Without Great Loss and Are Not E- 
pected te Compete — East Bound 
Grain Shipments 1,000,000 Bushels . 
Less than for Corresponding Week 
Last Year, Givisg Opportunity te 
“re for Other Business. 


The Soo line exploded a bombshell in the 
ranks of the Chicago-St. Paul lines yesterday 
by the announcement that it would make a 
round trip rate of $25 trom Minneapolis to 
New Tork and return. 

This rate, instead of being good only Aug. 
27, as is the Wisconsin Central’s rate of $33 
for the Eagles’ convention in New York, will 
be applied to all ticket sales to New Tork 
Aug. 25, 26, 27, 28, and 29, with a return 
limit of Sept. 16. It would cost the Chi- 
cago-8t. Paul lines a good deal of money 
to meet this rate previous to Aug. 27. when 
the one and one-third fare from Chicago 
to New York and return will go into effect. | 

The eastern roads will charge the north 
western lines $24 for every passenger they, 
handle, and consequently the latter would 
have but $1 left if they should meet the 500 
line’s rate. 


Other Lines Unlikely to Meet It. 

It is hardly probable that any of the Chi- 
cago-St. Paul roads will meet the rate, al- 
though some have declared that they would : 
meet any rate, no matter how low. All hes 
Chica t. Paul lines have met the $8 round} w 
trip between Chicago and St. Paul, made 
by the Wisconsin Central. As the Soo hne 
rate does not apply to Chicago, it is not 
probable that they will go any further. 

The Soo line not only makes the $25 round 
trip rate from the Twin Cities to New York 
but will put in a rate of $83 to Boston and re- 
turn; $25 to Ottawa and return; $25 to Buf- 
falo and return; $26 to Montreal ane return, 
and $35.50 to Portland and return. 

The $8 round trip rate from St. Paul and 
Minneapolis to Chicago Aug, 27 will cause 
a big rush from the Twin Cities to Chicago 
on that day, as the rate will give the pass- 
enger three weeks inthis city. 

Chicago-Twin City rates have not been 
cut to such a low figure since the rate war 
six years ago, when a one way flat 
$4 was put in for a few days. 


Grain Shipments Decrease. 

Grain shipments by the eastbound roads 
from Chicago last week were nearly 1,000,000. 
bushels less than they were for the corre 
sponding week last year. Traffic officials 
say they are not worried over the light grain 
business, as it gives them a better oppor-. 
tunity to take care of other business. There 
was a good increase in flour and provision 
shipments, as compared with the week pre- 
vious. The movement of merchandise to the 
west is unusually heavy and keeps busy all 
the cars and motive power the railroads have 
at their command. Following is a detailed 
statement of shipments of grain, flour, ard 
provisions by the all rail lines from Chicago 
last week:

Northwestern National Life 
Over Des Moines Company * 
Surprise in La Balle Street. 


The reinsuranes of the Northwestern Life 
and Savings of Des Moines by the North- 
western National Life of Minneapolis was 
generally discussed by life insurance men 
yesterday. 

e retirement of the Des Moines company . 
had been expected since its specialty, the n= 
vestment bond business, came into disrepute 
largely through the methods of its agents and 
the criticism of them by Insurance Commis- 
sioner Dearth of Minnesota, 

Few, however, had thought the company 
would go to the Northwestern National. 
The bulk of the latter’s business is made up 
ct insurance taken over with cofapanies re- 
tiring. The Northwestern National will not 
continue the issuance of the investment 
bond, but will push its own 4 per cent invest- 
ment contract. F 

Chicago fire insurance men agree that the 
Importers and Traders’ Fire, the ambitious 
company. promoted by P. B. Armstrong ot 
New York, hardly will survive its latest 
setback. A few days after announcement 
tbat the company would start in Septem- 
ber, with at least $2,000,000 capital, Edwin | 
Root, nephew of the secretary of war, who 
was to have been its president, withdrew 
his name, as did three of the leading d. 
1ectors. H. N. Vedder. to have been asso- 
ciated with Mr. Armstrong, withdrew also. 
The company was to have no agents, and 
offered a discount in rates to policy holders 
who took stock. 


Fire insurance eid in the United States 
last week are estimated at $1,600,000, which 
is only 60 per cent of the normal average 
less. 

The insurance fund of the United States 
Steel corporation announces that losses have 
been light, and that the ratio should be still 
lewer, as $250,000 has been spent in fire pro- 
tection. The fund also insures the 6,000 
poilers in the plants of the company, and 
has had not one loss since organization. 


CHICAGO REAL ESTATE DEALS. 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois Completes 
Purchases of Land in Clark Street 
| For Freight Warehouse. 


By the purchase of the . at 405-49 
Clark street, at the southeast corner of Tay- 
lor, recorded yesterday, the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois railroad has acquired the 
entire west frontage along that street be- 
tween Taylor and Twelfth streets. 

Robert J. Gunning received $60,000 for the 

property, which has a frontage of 40 feet and 
a depth of 96% feet. 
The entire property acquired has a front- 
age of 800 feet and will be used aa a site for 
a freight warehouse. The priceis considered 
high, as Mr. Gunning acquired-the property 
last fall for $25,000.

last October, but concealed its desires. by 
having A. R. Marriott of the Chicago Title 
and Trust company take titles.
